During his administration, the LDS Church grew 
in membership from 5.9 million to 8.9 million. 
President Benson also advised women to recognize 
the importance of motherhood during his presiden- 
cy, and counseled fathers to provide for their fami- 
lies’ spiritual and material needs.

Public negative about state air quality plan 


. PROVO — Public response to the state’s plan to reduce carbon monoxide 
pollution in Utah County has been overwhelmingly negative, a state official 
said. 

State Division of Air Quality Director Russell A. Roberts said virtually all of 
the 100-plus comments his division received during the public comment period 
objected to the state plan. 

The state plan calls for a program that would require oxygenated fuels for 
motor vehicles, enhanced emissions testing and woodburning restrictions to 
bring carbon monoxide levels within federal standards by the end of 1995. 

To the best of his knowledge, Roberts said, not one person has contacted the 
DAQ to say he supports the plan. 

Even though the comment period ended May 16, responses are still coming 
in. 

“T see three (to) five letters a day myself,” Roberts said, adding other division 
officials are also receiving comments. 

Roberts said the number is above the average for a pollution control plan, but 
not entirely out of the ordinary, given the controversial nature of pollution con- 
trol. 


Gore to honor Pres. Benson, campaign in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY — Vice president Al Gore plans to visit Utah’s capital 
city to campaign for Democratic Rep. Karen Shepherd and pay his respects to 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints following the death of its presi- 
dent, Ezra Taft Benson. 

Gore is scheduled to arrive at 9:30 p.m. today at Hudson General Aviation, 
just east of Salt Lake International Airport, said Todd Taylor, executive direc- 
tor of the Utah Democratic Party. 

Gore is scheduled to speak Thursday morning at a private $125-a-plate fund- 
raising breakfast for Shepherd, who is running for a second term in the 2nd 
Congressional District. 

Gore is also expected to visit LDS Church headquarters. later Thursday morn- 
ing, said church spokesman Don LeFevre. 


Americans spending money frugally in ‘94 


WASHINGTON — Americans made slightly more money in April but spent 
less, while new home sales fell for the first time in three months — signs that 
economic growth may be slowing. 

The Commerce Department said Tuesday that income was up a modest 0.4 
percent after rising 0.6 percent in March, while spending declined 0.1 percent 
following a healthy 0.7 percent gain. The April drop in spending was only the 
second in the last 13 months. ; 

The income and spending figures, in line with expectations, reflect moderate 
expansion in the economy that is likely to slow even further later in the year 
because of rising interest rates, analysts said. 

Consumer spending, which accounts for two-thirds of the nation’s economic 
activity and helped fuel skyrocketing expansion late last year, was expected to 
level off this year. 


Utah AIDS Society moves to new location 


OGDEN — The Northern. Utah AIDS Society had just barely settled 
into its new offices when it had to move again. 

Since March, when the service agency moved into its Washington Boulevard 
storefront, the number of clients has quadrupled, said Russell Griffin, the 
agency’s public relations coordinator. 

“T think our client list has increased so dramatically because people with 
AIDS have realized we’re not going away. They say, “Hey, they are there, so 
why not utilize their services?’” Griffin said. 

Paul Robinson of Ogden has been living with AIDS for almost three years, 
and remembers when there was nowhere to go in Ogden for help. 

“Before this there was nothing. I used to get more depressed than I do now 
because I thought nobody cared. I know now that’s not true. They care here at 
the center,” Robinson said. 

Griffin said he anticipates the client list will grow even more as the summer 
months approach, because people in transition may be moving to Ogden. 

The office has been closed since Friday and will reopen today in its new loca- 
tion in the former Stevens Henager Building, which will be renamed the Grant

WASHINGTON — The senior 
administration official who lost his 


job after taking a presidential heli- 


copter on a golf outing relented today, 
and said he will reimburse the gov- 
ernment. He insists he did no wrong. 

David Watkins refused last week to 
pay the $13,129.66 it cost to fly the 
Marine helicopter carrying his golfing 
party and a second helicopter that 
accompanied them. Several senior 
aides, anxious to put the controversy 
behind them, agreed to pick up-the tab 
out of their own pockets. 

White House spokeswoman Dee 
Dee Myers released an outline of an 
internal review into helicopter use and 
declared, “There were no other 
instances of misuse.” 

And the White House issued 
tougher rules for using military air- 
craft, requiring even Chief of Staff 
Mack McLarty to get permission

before hopping on a flight. 

In a telephone interview from his 
Washington home, Watkins said he 
decided to foot the entire bill. 

“It could be a financial burden on 
some of those who were going to par- 
ticipate,” he said.

“Tm not admitting that I did any- 
thing wrong,” said Watkins, a mil- 
lionaire from Arkansas. “I still con- 
tend my actions were in performance 
with my job.”

Pedestrians often don’t follow 
traffic laws, say Provo police

Pedestrians, as well as drivers of 
motor vehicles, are governed by traf- 
fic laws, reminded University and 
Provo Police departments Tuesday. 

“Judging by the way many pedestri- 
ans cross the street at their own dis- 
cretion, (people) don’t know there are 
rules governing when they can cross 
and when they can’t,” Capt. Mike 
Harroun of University Police said. 

The law states, “A pedestrian shall 
obey the instructions of any official 
traffic-control device specifically 
applicable to him unless otherwise 
directed by a peace officer.” 

“If a pedestrian crosses the street 
against the traffic device, he can be 
issued a $25 citation,’ Officer Wade 
Raab of University Police said. 

Pedestrians should understand cars 
cannot always stop for them, especial- 
ly when people are not crossing in a 
designated crosswalk, Harroun said. 

“The real problem seems to be that 
if pedestrians know the laws, they 
choose not to obey them,” said Capt. 
Craig Geslison of the Provo Police 
Department. 

According to traffic rules and regu- 
lations, it is a criminal violation for 
pedestrians to cross at any place 
except a marked crosswalk. 

“Remember, pedestrians will always 
lose in a traffic confrontation with an 
automobile,’ Geslison said.

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President Benson’s advice 
leaves lasting impression 


President Ezra Taft Benson, the only church president to have graduated from Brigham Young 
University, maintained a strong interest in BYU because of his abiding interest in youth and his 
desire that they receive the finest educational opportunities possible. 

President Benson has influenced the BYU stu- 
dent body throughout generations in many depart- 
ments and through many of his campus speeches. 
He left this campus as a fine example of a hard- 
working student and returned many times to 
speak out against communism and support right- 
eousness. 

He encouraged BYU students to be responsible 
»and to avoid the traps of complacency in our 
“prosperous society. Along with his warnings 
/against the evils of pride, he continually urged all | 
‘to read daily from the Book of Mormon. 
* On Tuesday, February 26,1980, President | 
-Benson delivered what many refer to as a “clas- 
‘sic’ among BYU devotionals. He told BYU stu- 
dents, “To help you pass the crucial tests which | 
‘lie ahead I am going to give you today several f= 
‘faeets of a grand key which, if you will honor, 
-will crown you with God’s glory and bring you 
.Out victorious in spite of Satan’s fury. Soon we 
‘will be honoring our Prophet on his 85th birthday. 
*As ‘a church we sing the song, ‘We Thank Thee, 
-O God, for a Prophet.’ Here then is the grand key — Follow the Prophet!” He also encouraged 
-BYU students to enroll in the BYU religion class, “Teaching of the Living Prophets.” 

He urged the BYU studentbody to be prepared for the challenges and events that will transpire 
‘in the future. He said, “you young people will see events transpire which were promised from 
‘the beginning of the world. Prophets of old have seen your days and rejoiced in them. And yet, 
‘you will face challenges and circumstances the severity of which has been unparalleled in gen- 
, erations past.” 

President Benson did not want students to live a self-centered life. He told students,“if you are 
‘to preserve your blessings, it is not enough for you just to be free and independent, to capitalize 
;on your advantages so that they accrue to your well-being and prosperity. You must protect and 
: safeguard the freedom you have. You must be wise and virtuous. You must govern your natures 
‘ by the doctrines of the kingdom.” 

A highly patriotic man who died on Memorial Day, President Benson told BYU students, 
: “some so-called experts of political science want the prophet to be still on politics...(but) those 
- : who would remove prophets from politics would take God out of government.” He showed 

! BYU students how to not be still on politics through his example. 

He supported the development of a law school at BYU, telling BYU’s board of trustees, “We 

‘ are approaching the time when the Constitution of this great country will hang, as it were, by a 

: thread, as the Prophet Joseph predicted... We will need young men trained in the law and also 

: trained in the philosophy of the Church and the inspired Constitution.” 

President Benson expressed his feelings about the Constitution to the largest devotional audi- 

ence in BYU’s history. He told students they must be righteous, understand the principles of the 

‘ Constitution and abide by them, participate in civic affairs and exercise influence by voting. 

‘ During the Vietnam War, he asked BYU students, “What are you, in this fine audience, doing 

- at home to help keep America strong? Are you true to the moral standards, traditions and ideals 
that made America great? Are you helping to keep the homes of America sound? Will you join 
' in the fight to restore decency in America? ” 

He stood strong against personal and national debt, telling students to “save now and buy later, 
‘and you will be much farther ahead.” He advised students to not live beyond their means and

‘95 military budget needs effective cuts 


Although the President called for decrease 
in the size of the standing army for the 
future, and proceeded toward a round of base 
closures, the defense budget request actually 
increased for FY’95 ! 

The vast majority of costly Cold-War sys- 
tems have not been substantially cut. These 
include: Trident If D-5 missile, SDI (now 
called BMDI), Seawolf Submarine, Nuclear 
Aircraft Carrier, Milstar defense satellite 
program, nuclear testing budget and others. 

According to Council for a Livable World, 
in 1993 the United States spent six times 
more money on its military 
than the total of all countries 
considered to be potential 
threats to the United States 
($277.1 billion vs. $52.6 bil- 
lion). 

Instead of converting military industry to 
civilian use, the Administration has propped 
up the military industrial complex by allow- 
ing the United States to become the world’s 
largest seller of conventional arms. We have 
sold many of these weapons to known dicta- 
tors and human rights abusers who may 
someday use them against us. 

The full Senate is expected to vote on the 
defense authorization bill in Jane. A number 
of amendments for reductions will be 
offered. This is the right time for Americans 
to write, phone or e-mail their Senators and 
Congresspersons.

The IRS 
sometimes exempts certain kinds of 
settlements from income tax, such 
as personal injury awards and some 
types of ‘discrimination, and the for- 
mer IBM workers believe they qual- 
ify. 

Many feel they could have raised 
age discrimination as an issue with 
their former employer if they hadn’t 
promised not to sue. 

“A lot of grief has been caused by 
these job cuts, and the fact that they 
have to pay this high tax hurts even 
more,” said Lowell Hoffman, presi- 
dent of the National Organization of 
Downsized Employees. 

The group of mostly former IBM 
workers in Poughkeepsie, N.Y., has 
1,500 members on the mailing list. 

Although it won’t comment specif- 
ically on the former IBM workers, 
the IRS disagrees, saying the broad 


agreement that people typically sign 
in a corporate cutback isn’t meant to 
settle a specific injury. 

The IRS acknowledges some con- 
fusion within the agency itself. 
Refunds have gone out to a few peo- 
ple who signed such agreements, 
and the IRS says, through a 
spokesman, it is going after these 
“mistakes.” 

Hundreds of thousands of 
American workers have lost their 
jobs in recent years as companies 
have shrunk to become more effi- 
cient. Challenger Gray & Christmas, 
a Chicago-based employment con- 
sulting firm that tracks announce- 
ments of staff cutbacks, said more 
than 615,000 were announced in 
1993 alone. 

For this year, almost 229,000 job 
cuts had been announced through 
April, including such notably large 
reductions as 15,000 at AT&T Corp.

PARIS — Helen Hermann Limburg 
of Akron, Ohio, is one of milllions of 
Americans traveling the Normandy 
back roads this season. But she fig-. 
ures she earned the right. 

Her first stop was Omaha Beach, 
where her husband of three years had. 
bulled ashore with a Bangalore torpe- 
do to blow a hole in the barbed wire, 
so the Ist Division behind him could 
help liberate France. 

Leroy Hermann picked the front 
row, first wave. Having stormed North 
Africa and Italy with the Big Red 
One, he knew the Germans liked to 
wait for thick bunches of men before 
letting loose. 

He was amazed to find his picture in 
Cornelius Ryan’s book, “The Longest 
Day,” clinging to a landing craft with 
a lot of friends who did not survive 
the first few minutes on the beach. 

“That beach ... awesome. “ Helen 
said of her first look at Omaha, 50 
years after D-Day. She struggled to 
find the right word and gave up. “It 
was just awesome.” 

The couple met on a blind date in 
Akron, Ohio. A year later, Helen 
agreed to marry Leroy if he did not 
join the army. The night before their 
wedding, he showed her his draft 
papers. 

“Tt was a dirty trick, but what was I 
going to do?” she recalled, chuckling.

Gov. Leavitt urges leaders 
to help feed Utah’s hungry

Gov. Mike Leavitt recently urged 
state leaders to improve the accessi- 
bility of food for the hungry in Utah, 
and encouraged state agencies to 
improve statewide assistance pro- 
grams. 

The governor’s appeal came after he 
reviewed a report recently released by 
the Utah Food Assistance Task Force. 
Public hearings conducted by the task 
force found “the stigma associated 
with seeking food assistance, espe- 
cially food stamps, often deters those 
who need help from seeking it.” 

The task force recommended the 
formation of a low-income nutrition 
assistance coordinating council to 
ensure the effective coordination of 
state services, simplify applications 


for food stamps and ease the imple- 
mentation of the Electronic Benefit 
Transfer System that replaces food 
stamps with a type of credit card. 

According to the report, the 
improvements can be implemented by 
the state with little or no cost. 

“Utah can do a better job to ensure 
that no one in our state suffers from 
the lack of food,” Leavitt said. “I 
encourage the state agencies who deal 
with programs for low-income fami- 
lies to take a careful look at the study, 
and assess the feasibility of imple- 
menting task force recommendations 
in their departments.”

MOSCOW — Like most Russian 
businessmen, Sergei Skorochkin paid 
tribute to the mob. The offer was 
blunt and irresistible: your money or 
your life. 

One day, something snapped. In a 
curbside confrontation near his home 
earlier this month, Skorochkin 
grabbed an assault rifle and blew 
away one of the hoods he says was 
tormenting him with ever higher 
extortion demands. 

‘Russia has grown so violent and 
corrupt the incident might have 
attracted little attention if not for one 
thing: Skorochkin is a member of 
Parliament. 

- ,Police may never get to the bottom 
of his relationship with the mob. As a 
legislator, he enjoys immunity from 
prosecution. But there’s no immunity 
from the ugly web of bribes, payoffs, 
blackmail, tax evasion and shady 
deals that entangle Russia’s business-

‘Two BYU professors have devel- 
oped a plan to increase employee 
effectiveness and morale. 

POFE (pronounced po-fay), which 
stands for performance, opportunity, 
fulfillment and expectations, was cre- 
ated by R. Wayne Pace and Eric 
Stephan, professors of organizational 
behavior in the Marriott School of 
Management. 

POFE defines these four sets of 
employee perceptions and suggests 
ways to enhance them. 

The performance element involves 
the employee’s perception of how 
well they can do things, Pace said. If a 
person has high self-efficacy and feels 
they can accomplish tasks, they will 
be able to.

Russia wrestles with organized crime 


cops. 

Russia has become, President Boris 
Yeltsin admitted last year, a “super- 
power of crime.” 

The 1991 Soviet collapse set off a 
bloody, protracted battle for the spoils 
of a corrupt system — resources, real 
estate, power and privilege — and the 
guys with guns are winning. 

In its great lurch toward capitalism, 
many Russians believe they traded 
one set of unsavory masters for anoth- 
er — that crime lords, not commu- 
nists, now run this nation’s economic 
life. 

A report for Yeltsin starkly outlined 
the problem earlier this year: Up to 80 
percent of Russia’s private. businesses 
and banks make payoffs to the mob. 

“The situation in our country differs 
from Western Europe and the United 
States,” it said. “There, organized 
crime controls only ‘criminal’ activi- 
ties like prostitution, drugs and gam- 
bling. In our country, it controls all 
types of activity.” 

The “gangsterization” of the econo- 


describes an employee’s perception of 
their opportunities. 

“If employees have the ability to 
advance in their work and move up in 
the organization,” Pace said, “they 
will approach work in a more enthusi- 
astic and energetic fashion.” 

In addition to having opportunities, 
employees also need to have a posi- 
tive perception of job fulfillment. 

“Research suggests that the way in 
which you are able to do your work is 
a very important aspect when it comes 
to being enthusiastic about it,’ Pace 
said. “Job fulfillment perception 
includes how free you are to do your 
work, being able to do it in unique 
ways that appeal to you as a person, 


_ and having the ability to work inde- 


pendently.” 

The fourth component of POFE is 
expectations. : 

“Tf people can see that what they are 
trying to accomplish is possible in the 
organization, they will have positive 
perceptions of how well their expecta- 
tions are being met,’ Pace said. 

Pace and Stephan found that receiv- 
ing benefits, like a raise, a promotion, 
or rotating tasks, does not increase 
worker vitality and effectiveness on 
the job. 

“People have been looking in the 


my is draining Russia’s wealth, stunt- 
ing its development, scaring off 
investors and souring its citizens on 
concepts like capitalism and democra- 
tic reform.

Their next step could be peddling 
nuclear weapons, components or 
materials. 

“It is the greatest long-term threat to 
the security of the United States.” FBI 
Director Louis J. Freeh said in 
Washington last week.

wrong place for the causes of a loss of. 
vitality and consequently they have 
been misled to solutions or remedies.” 
Stephan said. “Almost every tradition- 
al thing an organization is doing to 
motivate their people is not working.” 

A major problem in companies 
around the country is that people are 
just not enthusiastic about their work, 
Pace said. : 

The POFE concept can help organi- 
zations to increase job effectiveness. 

“One of the critical dimensions in 
being competitive in business and 
industry is employee effectiveness,” 
Pace said. “You have to have positive 
POFE perceptions among your 
employees to have a competitive com- 
pany.” 

People who score high on the POFE 
perceptions are energetic, vital people 
who are perceived as the most effec- 
tive, Pace said. 

POFE can serve as a checklist for 
employees, Pace said, to evaluate how 
they are performing in their work. 

The POFE concept came out of a 
series of meetings Pace and Stephan 
held with a number of retired profes- 
sionals to discuss what the difference 
is between employees with enthusi- 
asm and employees who aren’t enthu- 
siastic.
